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The discourse, on which the following*remarks are 
offered, was preached Lord's Day, April 10th, 1803, . 
‘by the Rev. Josern Gorr, A. M. who was theu, 
and still is, pastor of the second Church of Christ 
in Sutton, Mass. It appears by the dedication, 
that it was first preached to his own church in 
Sutton ; aud then to the church in Upton, to whom it is 
dedicated, and by whose request it appears to have 
been published. Its apparent and only object (if we 
may judge from the language used,) was to vent the 
author’s spite agaiust the doctrine of Universal Peace 
to mankind. 

The text chosen for the foundation of this sermon, is 
1 Peter iii. 18—20, ** Being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickeued by the spirit: Ly which also he went 
and preached to the spirits in prison ; which sometime 
were disobedient, when once the long suifering of God, 
waited in the days of Noah, while the ark was 2 pre- 
paring, wherein few, that is eight souls were saved by 
water.” 

In that part of the discourse, which was I suppose, 
intended as an introduction, the author makes the ‘ol- 
lowing very appropriate remarks. ‘* There is no pot- 
tion of scripture, but what may be attended with ad- 
vantage. being all given by iuspiration of God, it is 
all prefitable. And if we are only established in things 
of primary moment, we may safely veuture a little into 
the DARK.”’ 

Whether Mr. Goff was “‘ established in things of 
primary moment” or not, we think he did ** venture” 
not very *‘ safely,» but with much confidence, aot * 4 
little into the dark.” He says again ** there is need of

joy. In explaining the scriptures to me, he was sensi- 
ble, animated, and put a different, and reasonable, 
construction upon them, from what I had been taught 
toreceive. He believed that Christ died for all; that 
all in due time will be saved; that ** God so loved tie 
world that he sent his Son to be the propitiation for our 
sins, and not for ours only, but also for the sins of the 
whole world ;” that ‘* Jesus Christ, by the grace of 
God, tasted death for every man.” That he is the 
** Saviour of all men, specially of those that believe.” 
I now began to see that this scripture exposed the san- 
dy foundation on which I had built my future hope, 
and that not one of the vast fraternity of man would be 
exciuded from sharing those heayenly joys prepared for 
allmen. {now determined to set aside the prejudices 
of education, and meditate with candor, search the 
sCripiures diligently,.and @ they should accord with 








subvert first principles, and be discordant with the 
analogy of faith.” 

This quotation, we presume, means nothing more of 
less,than that there is * great caution’ to be used ‘ lest@® 
construction be put upon” those scriptures which teach 
the doctrine of everlasting life—the final salvation of 
all men, “discordant with the analogy of” that “faith” 
which believes God ‘+ will have” some few men to be 
saved, and come to the knowledge of the truth; aud 
that the gospel ‘* is glad tidings of great joy to”” some 
few ‘* people,” but that God * will” nor ‘* have abl 
men to be saved and come to the knowledge of the 
truth; and that the gospel is” nor ‘ glad tidings of 
great joy to all people: Why will men chose darknéss 
rather than light? 

Again, *‘ it appears to be the evident design of the 





apestle in the text and context, to warn the disobed- 
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jent, and unbelieving of the dangers of their state ; and 
to support and animate christians to fidelity, patience 
and constancy, in their profession under all their trials 
and sufferings from the hands of wicked men. ** If ye 
suffer for righteousness’ sake, says he, happy are ye, 
aud be not afraid of their terror, neither be troubled.” 


We are not disposed to dispute that it was the “ de- 
sign of the apostle to support and animate christians to 
fidelity, patience and constancy in their profession un- 
der all their trials and sufferings from the hands of 
wicked men ;”> but we have no more reason to believe 
that these wicked men were Universalists than we 
have to believe they were partialists. Calvinists and 
Arminians have great reason to be troubled, but we 
eannot see what reason they have to fear the ‘ terror” 
of Universalists. What terror do Universalists carry 
with them? What /error is there in their doctrine 
more than there is in that of endless misery ? 


We leave the introduction, to notice some parts of 
what the author calls the “*miprRoveEmMENT.” The 
assumed propositions and sophistical reasoning in the 
body of the discourse we pass entirely over to make a 
few remarks on the conclusions, drawn from them.— 
The introduction and * improvement” occupy much 
the largest part of the discourse. 1. He says, ** We 
may infer fro:u the text, as now explained, the really 
divine character of our Lonp Jesus Curist.°—“* He 
was in the beginning with God, and he is God. And 
being put to death in the flesh, he was quickened by 
the spirit—raised again from the dead, by which he 
was declared (0 be the Son of Gop with power.” 


This conclusion is as ridiculous as it is, to say God 
died in the flesh as man dies, was quickened by the 
spirit (Holy Ghost, God) and then declared to be the 
Son of God, (Ilin:self, his own Son) with power; and 
is in no way infefable from the text. 


We shail make no remarks on the second and third 
inferences. viz. that **the gospel was very early preach- 
ed tothe worl.!,—and that * the souls of men exist in 
a state separate from the body ;*° though ‘here are some 
remarks on both these points, by the author, very ex- 
ceptionable, and altogether destitute of truth. 


4. He says, ‘* We may learn from the text, as now 
explained, that though God is long suffering towards 
sinners, yet his patience will ere long expire.” 

And again he says, in regard to the antediluvians, 
“ The Divine patience was exhausted, and long suffer- 
ing was terminated by judgment.” 

Now what can be more erroneous than to talk of 
Jehovah’s becoming impatient—his patience firally 
expiring!! This is indeed taking him to be altogether 
such an one as ourselves, in good earnest. As though 
the last quotation was a very little thing; he says 
again, ‘* Now therefore is the accepted time, behold now 
ts the day of salration. Let sinners then agree with 
thoir Almighty Adversary quickly, whiles they are in 
the way with him, lest af any time, the Adversary de- 
liver them to the Judge, and the Judge deliver them to 
the officer, and they be cast inte prison.” 

Here God is represented as being the sinner’s ** AL- 
MIGHTY ADVERSARY”!!! A minister, a profess- 
ed preacher of the gospel, that could represent God as 
the Almighty Adversary of sinners, must have ventur- 
ed so far into the dark, that not a single ray of light, 
could reach him to irradiate his mind. Is God not 
the sinner’s very best Frrenp? Is He not their Al- 
mighty Friend? Does He not cause his sun to rise 
on them, and his rain to descend, to refresh and com- 
fort them? How can He then be their Almighty 
“‘drersary? To represent him in such a light, is, to 
represent him as infinitely worse than the devil !!— 
“ Your adversary the devil goeth about like a roaring 
lion seeking whom he may devour.” The devil 
though the sinner’s adversary is not almighty, but un- 
der the control of God. If God be the sinner’s adrer- 


sary He is as much worse than the devil as He has 
More power.

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A few more extracts from the ‘* dedication” —the 
‘‘ improvement” and notes, and we.close with some 
brief commeuts. ‘ If this mite should be of any ser- 
vice, ¢o arrest the awful progress of error, and espe- 
cially of satanism,” &c. ‘5. From the text, as ex- 
plained, we may learn, that there is nothing in it, 
which, in the least teaches, or countenances the doc- 
trine of Universal Salvation, but much to the con- 
trary.” “This is atext which the adyocates of that 
destructive heresy have pressed into their service” — 
‘“ which being so agreeable to their depraved hearts, 
they receive and approve ; those underminers of reli- 
gion and morality,” &c. 

“* But granting, he did go and preach to those spirits 
personally while in prison, as the abettors of Universal 
Salvation suppose, it will afford no support to their be- 
loved doctrine ; for we are not infurmed what he 
His doctrine, while here on earth 
was W0, wo, wo to sinners, how can they escape the 
damnation of hell? And this might be the tenor of his 
preaching there notwithstanding all that is said in the 
text to the contrary. But, says the deceived and 
deceiving souls, he preached to them the gospel—the 
glad tidings of salvation—offered them mercy, and 
called them to repentance. Buf say these be- 
lievers in satan and his prophets, they all did re- 
pent and are gone to heaven. (Lest any should 
think the writer unreasonably severe, and given to 
call hard names without sufficient warrent, the reader 
is desired to peruse Gen. iii. 4. Jer. xxiii. 17, and Ez. 
xiii. 22. The old serpent, who is the devil and satan, 
first preached the doctrine of universal salvasion in the 
garden of Eden, and his prophets have continued it 
ever since.

This short history of these two women is calculated 
for usefulness on various accounts.

In the 
morning she found the child was dead; and by the 
appearance, that it was uot her child. The other wo- 
man contended that the living child was hers. They 
hoth went to Solomon, and told their stories to him.—

each appeared equally confident of telling the truth. 
“* Then said the king, the one saith, this is my son 
that liveth, and thy son is the dead; and the other 
saith, vay; but thy son is the dead, arid my son is the 
living.” He then ordered a sword to be brought to di- 
vide the living child. Here he discovered the real 
mother. When the king ordered the child divided,. 
the true mother exclaimed—* O my lord, give her the 
living child, and in no wise slay it.”” The other, in a 
tone of indifference, said, ** Let it be neither mine nor 
thine, but divide it.” This led the king to say, “Give 
her the living child, and in no wise slay it; she is the 
mother thereof.” 

Two things are clearly seen here,-nafural affection, 
in one, and no affection in the other, or as Paub seid, 
one, ** without natural affeclion.”” Fach one will say, 
she was the wicked woman, who wished the innocent 
babe slain. The other chose rather to give up her son, 
than to have him slain. 

These two women, represent very many people at 
the present time. Tell them all men will have an end 
at death, that there is no resurrection, angels nor spir- 
its, that death is an everlasting sleep, that there will 
be no life but this, and they are moved and cry out, 
Atheists! Deisis! Blaspheemers ! Infidels ! and many 
other names of this kind. This would give them a 
general alarm. Tell them God loves all men, and 
‘“‘will have all men to be saved and come to the’ 
knowledge of the truth.» That Christ “is the Sav- 
iour of the world.” That He ‘* came to seek and 
save that which was lost.” That *‘ asin Adam all 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive.” ‘That 
in the dispensation of the fulness of times he will gath- 
er togther in one all things in Christ, both which are in 
heaven and earth, even in him ;”*—tell them these glo- 
rious things which caused the heavenly hosts to sing im 
highest strains—Glory to God, on earth peace and 
good will toward men, and the whole country is ina 
state of alarm. ‘“ False teachers! false prophets ! 
with lies making sad the hearts of the righteous !>ti+ 
centious doctrine! damnable heresies ! leading poor 
souls to destruction ! the doctrine of devels; men of* 
immoral characters, deceiving, if possible, the very - 
elect!!!” 

Men and women of candor, and good sense, who see . 
God’s wisdom in his works, who view men the offs- 
pring of God, bearing his image, fed and clothed from 
his bounty, when they hear those joyful tidings, are. 
filled with joy, and embrace it as God's truth, which is 
in harmony with all his works, and believing it rejoice’ 
with joy unspeakable. ‘The others cry out divide the 
living child. Let it be, neither all lost, nor all saved ; 
but divide them, let Christ have a few, and satan the 
remainder, and our souls are fed with wholesome, sound. 
doctrine. ! 

Such people like the pretended mother, can set and 
sing, ‘* Parents and children then must part, 

Must part to meet no more. 
O there will be mourning, mourning, 
At the Judgment seat of Christ,” &c, 

Those who can sing in this manner, must either sing 
without understanding, or “*without natural affeetion.”

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FOREKNOWLEDGE AND DECREE. 


It is asserted that the foreknowledge of God, does not 
amount to a decree, or in other words, that foreknow- 
ledge does not make the event, foreknown, as certain 
of taking place, as i: it had been decreed to take place.

For, if the Almighty 
had a perfect foreknowledge of any event’s taking 
place, it certainly would be clearer to our tnderstand-

ings, (allowing contingevces with God; which many 
do, by asserting that his foreknowing an event, does 
vot make that event certain,) to say, that the event is 
more sure to take place, than if God were to decree 
that it should take place—and for this reason. the de- 
cree might fail, but what the divine mind sees, with @ 
perfect understanding, will take place, cannot, possi- 
bly, fail of taking place. 

The above is offered for the consideration of chose, 
who are in the practice of asserting that Deity has @ 
perfect foreknowledge of events, which are not so sure 


to take place, as they would be, were they decreed by 
him.
